The Partnership has

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completed its 100th 
home there in 2005. 

Margaret Morrissey 
chair from the Pound¬ 
bury residents commit¬ 
tee said she had 
congratulate the Prince 
of Wales on the birth of 
his granddaughter, 
Charlotte, and told him 
he needs to bring her 


here to visit. 

“He told us she was 
very beautiful," said 
Mrs Morrissey.

Speaking of the latest 
addition to the family 
he said: "She is beauti¬ 
ful. I was hoping for a 
grand-daughter - some¬ 
one to look after me 
when I am very old." 

The Prince also for¬ 
mally opened the 
Poundbury Cancer In¬ 
stitute during his Friday 
visit. 

It works to aid the 
identification of the 
most effective treatment 
for individual cancer 
patients and to find 
ways to improve the 
speed of diagnosis. 

The Institute hosts the 
Cancer Diagnostic 
Quality Assurance 
Services (CADQAS), 
an independent not-for- 
profit organisation 
which works with the 
pharmaceutical and an¬ 
alytical industry to im¬ 
plement new cancer 
tests across the UK. 

The institute will offer 
training to other NHS 
laboratories and pathol¬ 
ogy services to ensure a 
spread of best practice 
across the UK. 

Mr Keith Miller, di¬ 
rector of CADQAS CIC 
said: "It's marvellous 
that we have had the 
visit from Prince 
Charles. He has helped 
put the cancer institute 
on the map." 

Dr Saleem Taibjee 
from the County Hospi¬ 
tal, which is working 


with the institute said: 
"Dorset has one of the 
highest incidences of 
melanoma cancer 
across Europe.” 

Touring Poundbury 
with the Prince was ar¬ 
chitect, Leon Krier, 
who worked on the 
Poundbury extension to 
Dorchester from the 
1980s onwards. Pound¬ 
bury is now home to 
around 2,500 people 
and hosts 170 busi¬ 
nesses. Around a third 
of the homes being 
built by the time the 
project is completed in 
2025, will be affordable 
housing.

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Charminster's East Hill closed for five months 



BRIDGE to be rebuilt with larger arches to help prevent flooding 


EAST HILL in 
Charminster will be 
closed from this week 
for five months to 
allow the replacement 
of a listed bridge. 

The bridge, which 
has small arches, was 
blamed for flooding 
which affected nearby 
houses and the church 
in January 2014. 

Initially it was 
thought that the bridge 
could not be altered be¬ 
cause it is listed, but ne¬ 
gotiations with English 
Heritage finally re¬ 
sulted in agreement that 
changes to increase the 
arches could be made. 

The Environment 
Agency and Dorset 
County Council have 


been working with the 
church, the local com¬ 
munity and key organi¬ 
sations such as English 
Heritage and West 
Dorset District Council 
to develop a scheme to 
reduce the flooding. 

English Heritage 
have agreed that the ex¬ 
isting listed bridge can 
be dismantled and re¬ 
built with much bigger 
arches to allow a better 
flow of water. Other 
minor works in the 
churchyard will help 
keep water in the river 
and drainage works 
will manage the rain¬ 
water and groundwater. 

East Hill and West 
Hill will be closed to all 
traffic at the bridge. Ve¬ 


hicles will be diverted 
using signs from East 
Hill, via Westleaze (the 
C12 Old Sherborne 
Road), to Dorchester 
(junction by Lidl’s), 
then onto the Yeovil 
Road (B3147), the 
A37, North Street 
(A352) and back to 
West Hill. 

A pedestrian diver¬ 
sion will be along a 
new permanent path 
constructed round the 
back of St Mary’s 
Church. This will join 
Church Lane via a tem¬ 
porary footbridge to 
East Hill. 

There will also be an 
alternative footway di¬ 
version using the exist¬ 
ing right-of-way from 


Mill Lane, across Alley 
Bridge, through Hay- 
don Farm to North 
Street. The footway di¬ 
versions will become 
effective after the new 
footpath and temporary 
footbridge are in place 
and will then be signed. 

Bus routes XI1 and 
212 will be affected and 
amended timetables are 
available from Damory 
coaches. 

The replacement 
bridge is intended to re¬ 
flect the character of the 
existing bridge, using as 
many of the original 
bricks as possible and 
the existing historic 
parapets will be care¬ 
fully stored and re-used 
on the new bridge. 

The new road surface 
will be higher than ex¬ 
isting one by 30cm 
which will accommo¬ 
date the bigger arches. 

The road closure is 
planned to be lifted on 
October 3rd, but some 
traffic management 
may be needed to finish 
work on the parapet or 
approaches.

cover how they can help as part of learning how to 
become part of our team.” 

Diana would like to hear from people interested in 
becoming an advisor. The process is based on national 
CAB systems that ensure information is up to date 
and involves weekly tutorials, observing advice inter¬ 
views with clients and two locally-held skills days 
over 18 months. 

She said: “Clients need to know they can always 
get free and independent advice when they turn to the 
CAB for help. Sometimes people are in quite a dis¬ 
tressed state when they come to us but we can help 
them get back on track. 

“It is a fascinating and rewarding role. It does de¬ 
mand commitment from people and I find that having 
several people training together in a group works best 
and adds motivation.” 

The Bureau is a registered charity with offices in 
Sherborne and Dorchester. Both offices run projects 
and outreach services and serve villages in rural areas 
and volunteers can go on to specialise in areas of par¬ 
ticular interest.

Witness appeal 
after pub assault 

OFFICERS in Dorchester are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with information to come for¬ 
ward after an assault at a pub in the town. 

A 52-year-old man from Birmingham was 
punched in the head twice before he fell to the 
floor. The offender then kicked the victim in the 
head. 

The incident happened at around 10.55pm on 
Saturday 2 May 2015 in The George pub on Trinity 
Street. 

The victim was taken to Dorset County Hospital 
with facial injuries. 

The offender is described as a white man in his 
mid to late 30s, around six feet four inches in 
height and of medium build. He had short dark hair 
and was wearing either a red short sleeved shirt or 
a long sleeved grey top, with blue jeans and black 
shoes. 

He left the pub shortly after the incident and got 
into a taxi on Trinity Street.

Oliver Letwin eases to fifth 
successive election victory 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin 
has been handed a cabinet po¬ 
sition in David Cameron's new 
government, after securing a 
fifth successive election win last 
week. 

Mr Letwin, the area's Conser¬ 
vative MP for the last 18 years, 
strolled to another comfortable 
victory, as all of Dorset turned 
blue following a surprise Tory 
surge. 

The experienced Conservative 
minister won more than 28,000 
votes as he quadrupled his ma¬ 
jority. 

He was rewarded for his barn¬ 
storming victory with a senior 
role in the Prime Minister's new 
government, heading up the 
cabinet office. 

Mr Letwin will take up the new 
position, after serving as Minis¬ 
ter of State for Government Pol¬ 
icy in the coalition. 

The election victory - Mr 
Letwin's fifth in a row - was fi¬ 
nally announced at around 
6:15am on Friday, after a long 
and painful night for his political 
opponents. 

Mr Letwin said he was "privi¬ 
leged" to serve the West Dorset 
constituency for a fifth term, 
and thanked his campaign team 
and supporters for their efforts. 

He said the new government 
would continue to "rebuild the 


country", while providing a "se¬ 
cure and better future". 

The crushing victory reflected 
Tory successes around the coun¬ 
try, as the unexpected Conser¬ 
vative majority stunned 
pollsters and pundits. 

Like many of her colleagues, 
Liberal Democrat challenger Ros 
Kayes - widely tipped to run Mr 
Letwin close - suffered badly as 
voters turned their backs on the 
party. 

Bridport's Councillor Kayes se¬ 
cured only 21.6 per cent of the 
vote share, ahead of UKIP's 
David Glossop in third, Labour's 
Rachel Rogers in fourth and 
Green candidate Peter Barton in 
fifth. 

Mrs Kayes said: "A very big 
thank you to those of you who

supported me - especially those 
who set aside tribal political loy¬ 
alties to do so. I'm so sorry I 
didn't win through for you. 

"It is well nigh impossible for a 
strong, positive, local campaign 
to outweigh the impact of a 
negative national swing." 

She added: "I dread to think 
what will happen in the UK over 
the next five years - real sell-offs 
in the NHS, further cuts to an al¬ 
ready limping local government 
and all its services, and privati¬ 
sation of our schools. 

"We must, in Bridport, prepare 
to be strongly resilient." 

Labour's Rachel Rogers said 
she was "proud" to have ex¬ 
tended the party's share of the 
vote in West Dorset to around 
10 per cent. 

Speaking on Friday morning 
soon after the result was an¬ 
nounced, she said: "It looks like 
tonight is going to be a disap¬ 
pointing night for the Labour 
Party nationally, but locally we 
have raised our profile signifi¬ 
cantly and increased our vote 
share accordingly. 

"I fought this campaign on a 
platform of social justice. Every 
day I encounter people whose 
lives have been made more dif¬ 
ficult by the policies of the coali¬ 
tion government and I fear 
there will be worse to come."

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West Dorset turns blue (except for Dorchester town council) 


A TIDAL wave of blue has swept 
across West Dorset in the na¬ 
tional and district elections. 

The exception to the rule was 
Dorchester town council where 
the Liberal Democrats still remain 
firmly in charge. Most of the town 
seats at district council level are 
still also held by the party. 

At national level Oliver Letwin 
increased his vote while his main 
opponent, Liberal Democrat Ros 
Kayes, saw her party's previous 
share fall dramatically. 

At West Dorset district council 
the Tories remain in overall con¬ 
trol with 30 of the seats, losing 
two positions, while the Lib 
Dems increased their numbers 
from 11 to 12. 

Following electoral boundary 
changes, the district council now 
has 42 councillors representing 
24 wards. 

One of the surprises was Ger¬ 
ald Duke, from Martinstown, win¬ 


ning a previous independent 
seat for the Conservatives in 
Dorchester West, by just 23 votes. 
Lib Dem Trevor Jones retained 
the second seat - 40 years after 
he was first elected to council. 

Robert Freeman, a Conserva¬ 
tive, won a previously independ¬ 
ent seat in Martinstown with 666 
votes. 

Dorchester's Lib Dem district 
councillors were all returned to 
power at the district council, all of 
them also holding seats at town 
council level - Robin Potter and 
Molly Rennie in the Dorchester 
South ward and Tim Harries and 
Stella Jones in Dorchester East. 
Fellow Lib Dems Andy Canning 
and Susie Hosford were also re¬ 
turned in Dorchester North with 
local party chair David Taylor 
elected for the first time. 

Mr Harries said that despite the 
national situation he believed the 
party would "bounce back" and

we continue to fight for their val¬ 
ues. 

One loser in the Dorchester 
Town Council election was Viv 
Allan for the Conservatives, 44 
votes short of her nearest win¬ 
ning rival. Amongst the newcom¬ 
ers is Liberal Democrat Janet 
Hewitt, who has been a swim¬ 
ming instructor in the town for 
decades.

FTPT system fails the people 


■ OLIVER Letwin alleges that Peter Mann's opening 
remarks at a recent hustings were 'too political'. Our 
Mayor's sentiments about community values were 
met with sustained applause. Mr Letwin clearly felt 
left out. 

The media has highlighted how substantial portions 
of our health service are being sliced off to feed the 
voracious appetites of large corporations. How can 
the Prime Minister assert that this is not the case when 
his Minister for Government Policy whose long as¬ 
sociation with the privatisation interests of a merchant 
bank belies this? 

I quote from the New Statesman of 2004: ". 

Letwin told a private meeting that the NHS would 
cease to exist within five years of a Conservative vic¬ 
tory. In his words, the health service would be a 
‘funding stream handing out money to pay people 
where they want to go for their healthcare’." 

Our defunct and obsolete electoral system is now 
in ruins. First past the post (FPTP) is a disaster. How 
can a company, never mind a country be run without 
consensus? For decades, the two main parties have 
traded insults, told downright lies, taken jobs 'on the 
side', made unmerited expense claims and stuck their 
snouts in every financial trough. Often, they have 


'strutted their stuff on the world stage as though they 
represented us but have usually had the support of 
only about 16% of votes cast! To hell with the other 
80%! 

Mr Letwin, recently defended FPTP by saying that 
we have the same type of government as every other 
country. Wrong! Other cabinets are formed of minis¬ 
ters from all parties, proportionate to overall votes 
cast. FPTP resulted in WDDC being led by a Tory 
cartel which bars discussion and dissent and treats 
most other councillors as superfluous 'dummies'. 

It's clear that our political system fails to represent 
the many different views of the electorate. I voted last 
week for the Lib Dems, whose representatives have 
unfailingly devoted themselves to community values 
during my 34 years in Dorset. 

I hope that eventually all of our politicians will be 
sourced locally and not turn up at election time like 
puppets dangled by ringmasters. We at least merit the 
respect of PR as in Europe, New Zealand, Australia 
and Scandinavia. FPTP has failed us.

Professional training for KM's farming students

AGRICULTURE Stu¬ 
dents at Kingston Mau¬ 
rward College have 
been treated to two days 
of professional sheep 
shearing training by the 
British Wool Marketing 
Board. 

The training, for 
Level 3 students, is con¬ 
sidered essential for the 
aspiring farmers for 
both their own sheep or 
shearing professionally 
in the UK and abroad. 

In the UK the Board 
issues Blue, Bronze, 
Silver and Gold Seal 
certificates. Shearers at 
Blue Seal level are re¬ 
quired to be able to 
shear sheep at an ac¬ 
ceptable commercial 
speed. 

Shearers at Bronze 
Seal standard are able to 
shear sheep properly 
and unsupervised. At 
Silver Seal standard 
workers are able to 
shear more sheep in a 
given time, and workers 
who hold a Gold Seal 
are classed as top pro¬ 
fessional Sheep Shear¬ 
ers. 

Whilst shearers in 
Australia and New 
Zealand have their own 
standards, the UK’s 
Seal awards are interna¬ 


tionally recognised, 
making UK shearers 
much sought after. 

Over the two day 
course, 14 students 
sheared Kingston Mau¬ 
rward’s flock of 250 
sheep with the aim of 
working towards 
achieving their Blue 
Seal - shearing three 
sheep in half an hour to 
the industry standard 
pattern. 

One student, George 
Grossey, has already 
achieved his Silver Seal 
enabling him to shear 


nine sheep in half an 
hour - an accolade 
which would allow him 
to shear abroad should 
he wish. 

Many shearers follow 
the shearing season 
around the world culmi¬ 
nating in New Zealand 
or Australia, with top 
shearers shearing up to 
270 sheep per day. 

Assessors - shearing 
veterans Richard Pu ll in 
and Andy Barratt from 
the BWMB - were im¬ 
pressed by the students’ 
progress during the 


course, Richard said: 
“These students are the 
keenest we’ve had yet. 
They’ve worked really 
hard and really want to 
achieve. This kind of 
training is physically 
heavy going; it makes 
the students appreciate 
how much hard work 
shearing is, but the 
more you shear the eas¬ 
ier it gets.” 

Student Shaunna 
Knight said: “It’s really 
hard work, but I’m de¬ 
termined to get my Blue 
Seal after this training!”

• In a nursery bed, sow seeds of wallflowers and 
forget-me-nots and of biennial flowers like honesty 
and Canterbury bells, which can be transplanted to 
their flowering spot later in the year 

• Prune out old flower stems of euphorbias to provide 
more space for new stems, wearing gloves as the sap 
is a skin irritant 

• Tie in new growth and flower stems on clematis, 
directing the stems where you want blooms 

• Feed roses, sprinkling a generous handful of rose 
fertilizer around the base of your roses, hoeing into the 
soil surface if possible 

• Continue sowing mangetout peas in shallow trenches 

• Harden off rooted cuttings of dahlias, ready to plant 
out when risk of frost has passed 

• Gradually lower the height of your mower blades 
when cutting, as grass growth gets stronger

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New technology will help the 
elderly to stay independent 


A GROUND-BREAK¬ 
ING trial exploring how 
technology can be used 
to support older people 
to live well in their own 
homes will take place in 
Dorset this summer. 

Dorset County Council 
has joined forces with 
Bournemouth-based 
Nourish Care and Euro¬ 
pean researchers to ex¬ 
plore the use of new 
technologies in care 
management for vulner¬ 
able people. 

The trial will look at 
connecting people caring 
for a family member or 
friend and will give mul¬ 
tiple carers access to 
shared calendar, task and 
wellbeing checks. 

Information on a per¬ 
son receiving care is pre¬ 
sented online in a secure 
timeline, accessible to 
authorised users to allow 
a full picture of all the 
support a vulnerable per¬ 
son is receiving and pro¬ 
vides details of their 
wellbeing. 

People will be better 
able to remain in their 
own homes and stay 
safe, as the risks associ¬ 
ated with independent 
living can be monitored 


and responded to before 
a crisis develops. 

The project will focus 
on the use of mobile 
apps and handheld de¬ 
vices, but will also ex¬ 
tend to other products 
such as ‘wearables’, in¬ 
cluding smart watches to 
assist people to stay in 
their own homes and im¬ 
proving the overall qual¬ 
ity of care provided. 

The trial will include 
people with dementia 
living at home, and peo¬ 
ple returning home after 
a stay in hospital includ¬ 
ing those at risk of dehy¬ 
dration. 

It will look at ways to 
use technology to im¬ 
prove the quality of care, 
helping people to stay 
independent and reduce 
the need for readmission 
to hospital. 

The people invited to 
take part in the trial typ¬ 
ically receive care from 
many different sources - 
such as doctors, nurses, 
care workers and meal 
providers, as well as 
family and carers. 

Co-ordinating that in¬ 
formation between all 
the care providers has al¬ 
ways been a challenge, 


and in many cases 
records are still kept on 
paper. 

The project will look at 
ways to use the technol¬ 
ogy such as mobile apps 
to improve information 
sharing between carers, 
family and care profes¬ 
sionals, with the person 
staying in control of who 
can see what. 

The main aim of the 
project is prevention 
made possible by using 
technology to monitor 
aspects of a person's 
wellbeing such as, check 
that they are eating 
enough and staying hy¬ 
drated. 

Alison Waller, head of 
partnership and perform¬ 
ance for adult social care 
at Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, said: "There is huge 
potential for technology 
to support longer inde¬ 
pendent living and in¬ 
creased peace of mind 
for the whole family and 
carers. 

Nuno Almeida, 
Founder and CEO of 
Nourish said: "We have 
so much new technology 
available, and we want 
to look at how we can 
use it in a way that 


makes sense. Our focus 
is on trying to ensure 
people have the best pos¬ 
sible quality of life, 
which is an enormous 
challenge when people 
have complex health and 
social needs. 

"Addressing small 
problems early has the 
potential to stop them 
turning into bigger is¬ 
sues. One of the major 
risk factors for falls is 
dehydration. Making 
sure people get enough 
fluids has been shown to 
reduce the chance of 
them having a fall and 
ending up in hospital. 

"But one reminder to 
drink a glass of water 
may not be enough. So 
in this trial we want to 
look at how we can use 
technology to prompt, 
remind and actually 
monitor if a person has 
drunk enough. 

“Getting some of these 
apparently small things 
right can lead to a huge 
difference to a person's 
wellbeing." 

The first results from 
the trial should be avail¬ 
able early next year with 
a roll-out of a wider pro¬ 
gramme shortly after.

Design and equipment: refining excel¬ 
lence 

The new BMW 3 Series has a strikingly at¬ 
tractive presence on the road. The distinc¬ 
tively sculpted long bonnet and setback 
passenger compartment combine with short 
front and rear overhangs, and a long wheel¬ 
base, to create the familiar dynamic propor¬ 
tions of a BMW.

Dorset youngsters sail through windsurfing qualifications 


A GROUP of Dorset youngsters are riding the 
crest of a wave after successfully qualifying as 
windsurfing instructors. 

Josh Sheppard, Maria Lochrie, Freddie Cook 
and Jack Stone were all taught to windsurf at the 
Official Test Centre (OTC), based at the National 
Sailing Academy, Portland. 

The quartet all achieved Start Windsurfing and 
Non-Planning Intermediate qualifications before 
undertaking full windsurfing instructor training. 

The training was run by the OTC, with input 
from the Royal Yachting Association (RYA), 
whilst funding for the project was put together 


by the Chesil Trust using sponsorship from local 
housing provider Synergy Housing, and a grant 
from the Department of Work and Pensions 
(DWP). 

It’s the second time the project has been mn, 
following a successful pilot in 2013, which saw 
three unemployed 18-24 year olds successfully 
train as fully-qualified sailing instructors. 

The experience completely transformed the 
trio’s lives; all three now work as sailing instruc¬ 
tors in Dorset, Devon and Australia. 

Sheppard who lives on Portland, said: “It’s one 
of the best learning experiences I’ve had and 


would recommend it to anyone. 

“What I got out of it was a very enjoyable way 
of trying a new and different sport and I also met 
lots of new people and gained more confidence.” 

Lochrie, from Weymouth, added: “It was a re¬ 
ally good course; the staff were very helpful and 
friendly. 

“They helped me massively develop my wind¬ 
surfing ability, as well as building my confidence 
both on and off the water, especially when teach¬ 
ing.” 

Paul Seaman, Synergy Housing community 
development facilitator, said: “This has been an 


amazing opportunity for them to gain an inter¬ 
nationally-recognised qualification and learn 
new skills using some of the best facilities of 
their kind anywhere in the world. 

“We work closely with a number of partners in 
the local area to tackle unemployment issues. 
Helping local people to gain the expertise they 
need to help them get into work is one of our top 
priorities. 

“All four of them have worked tirelessly and 
their new qualifications open up lots of exciting 
possibilities for them. The world really is then- 
oyster now.”

AFTER giving themselves a chance 
of victory at Stalbridge with a much 
improved display in the field by 
bowling out their hosts for 129, 
Dorchester crashed to their second 
defeat of the season with a poor per¬ 
formance with the willow that saw 
them dismissed for just 75 all out to 
leave them bottom of the league.

Martinstown 272-7 lost to 
Parley 278-4 by 6 wickets 
ONE of the lessons Martinstown 
have taken on board is to pace their 
innings and use their allocation, and 
although they lost to a very good 
Parley side, they produced an en¬ 
couraging performance. 

Electing to bat, captain Ed Nichols 
and Lee House got the hosts off to a 
steady start seeing off the lively 
opening Parley bowlers, putting on 
90 for the first wicket.
